Toallsuoh I would say study well the 
past diplomatic and warlike history of 
England and point me to a solitary in- 
itanoa in which if there was the least 
prospect of stealing a slice of territory, 
sue has not found some excuse for violat- 
ing their most solemn treaty obligations, 
nntil nt w tho anomalous and unjust posi- 
tion exists of a little spot of country cov- 
ering less than 60,000 square miles with a 
population of perhaps of 30,000,000 domi- 
nating and controlling at least one- 
fourth of the land surface of tne globe, in- 
habited by nearly 280,000,000 people. We 
can only judge of what they will do in 
tho future by what they have done in the 
past The relative situation and condi- 
tion of the two countries is such, that a 
treaty of this kind will in many respects 
be a tying of onr hands and a surrender- 
ing of many advantages we now hold. 
We are the greatest republic on earth and 
the manifest destiny of oar country is that 
eventually all of the North American con- 
tinent will be covered by one government. 
There is today a strong sentiment and 
party in the British territory north of us 
that is In favor of annexation to the Onlt- 
ed States and this sentiment and party 
grows year by year both In strength and 
numbers. England is well aware of this 
sentiment and Its yearly growth and fore- 
sees what will be the ultimate result, and 
it is this knowledge that inspires her de- 
sire for an arbitration treaty, by which 
under the most favorable situations we 
woold be compelled to submit our cases 
to a packed and prejudiced jury or to ar- 
bitrator* strongly and desperately op- 
posed to our form of government. It is 
well known to all students of history that 
be Engliib government has a great repu- 
tation for always being after the main 
chance, that is more territory without any 
loss of money.

Bating cockroaches is the latest de- 


MCC of the prisoners who are languish- 
in" in the Turkish prisons. 
These" 


men are locked up for indefinite terms, 
often not Know in? themselves what are 
the crime.', of which the} are accused, 
asid in many instance:, being entirely 
•or-otten l.y the officials as «»n as the 
doors of the prison have closed upon 
them. 
, 
The prisoners perform no work, ana 


are given considerable freedom if they 
have friends who supply them from the 
cutside with money. In this way the 
prisoners, meet, daily iu the halls and 
corridor^ ot the prisons of 
motile. Here they diseuw, the news of 
the day, smoke and read, and do what 
they tin to while away the dreary 
hours. 
. 


The prisons are overrun with COCK 


roaches. The more intelligent of thi 
prisoners make friends w itJi these in 
beets. 


Infinite patience is required to train 


n cockroach. But ; mou to whom time 
;„ nothing, like thefceTurltish prisoners 
who may spend years behind the bar 
without coming up for trial, can easil. 
afford to undertake the difficult tnsko 
educating a. cockroach in the way h 
phould go. Only the wealthy prisoner 
can do this, for by brib'ng the guard 
they ore enabled to secure bread crumb 
and pieces of sugar, w hich are eagerl 
sought for by the cockroaches. 


Bj enticing a numlwr of cockroaehe 


into his cell e\cij da}, one of the pris 
oners discovered that they were po- 
seabed of rare intelligence and coul 
easily be c-iught, if they were prf 
pitiated with moljsscs. Alter a fc\ 
weeks' work lie astonished his friends 
in the prison by bringing out for their 
edification a corps of trained cock- 
roaches. 


The cockroach lever ot once spread 


through the prison. Kvtry man who 
could beg or borrow molaa-cs began to 
train a company of cockroaches. Itwaa 
found to be a most, diverting and ex- 
citing pastime. 


When the. prisoners met. daily they 


recited the feats of ILi-ir pots, and re- 
ported the progress they were making 
in teaching them new tricks. Out of 
this grew the cockroach race. Two of 
the most highly trained cockroaches 
were pitted against each other, and 
the prisoners i-arigcd themselves on 
either side ot the corridor to wnlcli ti»« 
race. 


Bets were made of pitves of tobacco 


and loaves of bread, and groat excite- 
ment aro.se among- the onlookers as the 
new and ncnel contest was started. 
The prue for which the cockroaches 
raced was a small pluiterof molasses. 


The owner of each in..e< t prodded him 


with a piece ot straw. As the cock- 
roaches meed ahnij* the i!oor the ex- 
citement among the prisoners and jail- 
ers rose to fever heat. The insects had 
been so well trained lhattlu'y deviated 
neither to the right nor lell, but i.eju 
straight a!ie,nd.

because he stopped to scratch his leg. 
The race betv. ecu tin se two cock! oachea 
was the most exciting eieiit that haa 
occuried in the Central ]iri»on of Con 
stantinople since Armenians were cut 
down in ihccorridors there a >ear:-go. 


The prisoners at once started train- 


in;,' cockroaches, and now races occur 
on the floor of flic prison, several times 
each day. Thus h. afforded a welcome 
break m the monotony ol the li\c* of 
Mie pi isonrrs.—N. Y. .lotin al.

JRrusewitz Killed 
a civilian in a cafe because, as the min- 
ister of war explained in the reichstag, 
"he belie\ed that the honor of his uni- 
form had been tarnished by the acci- 
dental pushing against his chair by the 
unfortunate workman." lie wns court- 
martialed and sentenced to four years' 
imprisonment ajid dismissal from tne 
army. That was about t hrce weeks a^o. 
The judgment of the court-martial, 
hoivev or, was not ''sanctioned." Thi'i e- 
fore it had no force in law. The em- 
peror came down and insisted < n all 
the documents of the case being sub- 
mitted to the war minister. That, of 
course, simply meajis that Brnsrwitz 
will be acquitted. 
The government, 


however, is making tentative efforts to 
limit duelling. It is going to establish 
a court of honor. When one officer in- 
sults another they are both to be hauled 
before the court, and "the judgment 
of that assembly is never to be worded 
in such a way as to make a duel a 
necessity, or even to imply the recog- 
nition of such means of settling a 
dispute."— Harper's Weekly.
